Do you notice that four members are doing 
eight jobs for EFA? Do these names sound 
familiar? They should. These same people 
have been volunteering for these positions in 
the Emeritus Faculty Association for many 
years. It seems unfair that a handful of our 
members should assume all the work 
involved in running this organization, while 
the rest do nothing but sit back and reap the 
benefits of belonging. 


At last count we have almost 100 members 
and only about 20% of them live outside of 
Palm Beach County. Actually, much of the 
“work” we officers do can be performed online 
or achieved by e-mail or by “snail mail,” so 
even out-of-county members could contribute 
in certain positions. (The “big” jobs, like 
mailing out notices and membership cards or 
printing the newsletter, are handled by the 
PBCC employee, Sue Rathbone, whom the 
College has assigned to take care of us.) 


I am also concerned about our membership 
numbers. We could have many more mem- 
bers. There are many retirees eligible to join 
us, but not a large number do so. For a very 
small dues fee they could keep in touch with 
colleagues they have worked with as friends 
for years.

If you are aware of and/or in touch 
with other faculty or admini-strative retirees 
from PBCC who are not members, please 
encourage them to join.

Atlantis has raised 
the cost of our Holiday Party. We are, how- 
ever, keeping our dues the same. We can do 
this as long as our membership grows and 
dues are paid.

i away when I told them the story. One of the men walked me down the main street just a few 
: houses away to the home of the nephew of that girl who must have been about 18 when the 


letters were written. The nephew is now retired from the family business of making beautiful 
handmade roof tiles. He lives in the family home and is the last one in the family line—has 


; no children to leave the business to so he sold it to a big corporation. 


i We had a long, very interesting conversation and he told me the rest of the life story of that 
i girl—how she married and lived in Nice with her husband, had no children and died in 1997. 


He knew that his aunt had raised money for that monument and asked me if my father-in-law 


i had contributed to it. I was surprised that he knew about that request and said, “Oh, yes, he 

i did, and I would love to see the monument.” So he directed us to the monument which was 
i right down the street at the entrance to a wonderful old 12th century Cistercian Abbey that is 
i in Pontigny. It was one of the few such buildings that managed to survive the French 

i Revolution—when so many of the old religious buildings were torn down by angry mobs in 

: that awful time. 


So—any way—that was my adventure. The fulfillment of something I have long wanted to
